When the ketchup, real ketchup, 
left the bottle, it squirted 
through the air for about 15 feet 
and drenched Berle thoroughly 
with the contents of the bottle. 

It took four takes to get the 
scene right. Berle took each load 
of ketchup like a man. At the 
end of the last take, he said: 

“What, no hamburgers?”
